Safe Halloween Costumes 


If costumes are too dark to be 
seen at night, motorists may have 
trouble spotting the trick or treaters 
as they cross the street. And if a 
child’s costume is too long or if he is 
wearing dad’s shoes as part of his 
disguise, he may trip and injure him- 
self, If a costume is not flame 
-restardent it may catch on fire--- 
especially since youngsters are likely 
to forget that a pumpkin with a 
candle in it is a fire hazard. 

To help make Halloween safe and 
as much fun as posible, the National 
Safety Council, assisted by the New 
York Costume Company of Chicago, 
has designed some Halloween 
costumes that are fun to wear, easy 
and inexpensive to make, and safe for 
youngsters to wear in the home or on 
the street. 

An old pillowcase serves as the 
basis ‘for these easy-to-make 
costumes, Slits are cut in the pillow- 
case for the arms and head, and the 
basic costume is easily slipped over 
the youngster’s head. The pillowcase 
can be dyed or decorated to become 
almost anything the youngster wants: 
a robin hood shirt-vest, a hillbilly 
shirt, or an Indian jacket for boys; an 
Indian maiden outfit or a gypsy dress 
for girls, Trick or treaters can use 
their imagination to design and dec- 
orate their own costumes. 

Before the costume is decorated it 
should be made flame-retardeat so 
that a candle shining through the face 
of a jack- o’-lantern or a dropped 
match isn’t the beginning of disaster. 
To flame-proof a costume, dip it ina 
solution of 2 quarts of warm water 
mixed with 7 ounces of borax and 3 
ounces of boric acid until it is 
thoroughly soaked. Let the pillow- 
case drip dry and then iron it. If the 
costume is to be dyed, use the 
flame-proofing solution for the last 
rinse.

Zundell’s Reasons 
for County C.

Zundell said, “if we allow county 
government to be abolished, we will 
merely be handing more of the 
functions of municipal government 
over to the state, and I don’t think 
there is a thing to be gained by doing 
this. One significant result of such a 
move, I am certain, would be a large 
increase in the cost of the functions 
now being carried out by county 
government, 

“Second, I know that county gov- 
ernment can be awakened to become 
an effective and forceful coordinating 
organization among the cities and 
towns that make up the county. 

“T believe that the county com- 
missioners have through the years 
carried out the duties assigned to 
them, and no more, without any 
thought of making the CC a source of 
imagination and leadership, 

“Communications with the select- 
men and officials of the 13 towns 
and four cities of Hampden County 
have, for the most part, been con- 
fined to the annual Chapter 90 
hearings which are held routinely 
each year, There has been no par- 
ticular effort to stimulate a feeling of 
coordination and mutual interest be- 
tween the county and the com- 
munities. 

“If elected on Nov. 5, one of my 
major goals will’ be the activation of 
the Hampden CC in the interests of 
the people of the cities and towns 
who support it and should benefit

Blue salvia, bells-of-Ireland and small zinnias are the flowers 
used in this arrangement. All of them may be dried just as 
arranged or, of course, they can be dried separately. 


An arrangement of fresh flowers that could just as easily be an 
arrangement of dried flowers is a feat that any arranger would 
be proud to duplicate. And, if the right annuals are selected, 
it’s not really hard. 

Choose from among a list that includes blue salvia, red salvia, 
cockscombs, bells of Ireland, zinnias, marigolds, straw flowers, 
larkspur, and many other commonly grown garden flowers. Every 
one of those mentioned can be dried either in or out of an 
arrangement. 

If this is a new idea to you — that of arranging first and 
drying later, be advised that it can be done. 

But, because accidents can happen, be sure to also dry extra 
spikes or individual blooms of each kind of flower you use in 
the arrangement. And discard the leaves before arranging the 
blooms, since leaves rarely dry attractively or without crumbling. 

There are several methods in general use for drying flowers — 
sand, silica-jell, cornstarch are all used heaped under and around 
flowers carefully placed in flat boxes. But the oldest method of 
drying is still the easiest — and in many cases as satisfactory as 
any — for the flowers named. 

That is simply stripping leaves from stems, tying a few stems 
together at their bases, and hanging the tied bunches upside down 
from a line strung in any warm, dry place. In a few weeks the 
blooms will be ready for use — or for storage. 

To dry a whole arrangement, first choose a warm, dry spot 
that is out of household traffic. Put a little water in the container 
so that the flowers dry gradually. Select those with sturdy stems 
and arrange them without leaves. 

Let the arrangement stand for a few weeks. Do not add any 
water; that in the container will gradually evaporate as the flowers 
gradually dry, Then move the arrangement where you wish to 
display it and enjoy it.

Watering your plants 


The beautiful dry weather that 
homeowners have been enjoying for 
the past two months may be very 
damaging to their trees and shrubs 
according to the Massachusetts 
Nurserymen’s Association, They 
caution homeowners who have not 
been watering their plants on a 
regular basis that problems may arise 
if they do not start watering im- 
mediately. 

Proper watering methods are im- 
portant. A good, deep soaking once a 
week around each tree and shrub is 
more beneficial than frequent light 
waterings and actually conserves 
water too, 

The soil under favorite trees 
should be soaked two feet or deeper. 
This deep watering can be done at 
home by a trickling hose which is 
attached to a root irrigator or which 
is laid in an open hole made with a 
bar or pipe. Several hours may be 
needed to soak the soil thoroughly. 
Some nurserymen suggest one deep 
watering hole for each two inches of 
trunk diameter, so six holes would be 
used to water a tree with a twelve- 
inch trunk, 

Large evergreens should be given 
the same deep watering required by 
shade and flowering trees. They may 
need it later in the fall because their 
needles will evaporate water all 
winter, even when the soil has frozen. 
Roots of smaller evergreens in found- 
ation plantings are closer to the soil 
surface so they will benefit now from 
hose, sprinkler, or soaker appli- 
cations, 

Deep watering will maintain the 
health of existing evergreens and 
prepare the soil for safe plantings of 
new plants this fall. Deep watering of 
landscape plantings is an inexpensive 
investment in home beauty for next

While the Consumer Protection 
Division never endorses a particular 
product, we are always happy to pass 
along good advice from any source, 

Great care should be exercised in 
buying a second hand car, Even with 
the stringent consumer laws which 
Mass, has, knowing the problems you 
may encounter is the best protection 
against an unhappy purchase. 

For example, people have written 
to us stating, “I bought a used car 
from the XYZ Co. When I took it to 
my gas station it failed to pass the 
safety tests and they put a rejection 
sticker on it, I've been cheated!" 

Investigation of such complaints 
usually reveals that the car was sold 
“as is'’ and that the buyer did not 
understand what was meant by the 
term, When you but a car “‘as is’, 
whatever problems or diffuculties 
arise after the purchase are your 
responsibility and yours alone. 

Just suppose that the salesman 
did, in fact, tell you that the car was 
in great shape and that it sould last 
you 10 years. Unless he put it in 
writing, it’s your word against his. 

Fortunately many used cars still 
have mileage left on their original 
warranty; or a dealer will offer a 
partial warranty on a used car. This 
does not mean, that every problem 
which occurs will be taken care of by

example, a ‘‘50-50, thirty-day 
waranty of power train’ means the 
dealer will cover one-half the cost of 
repairing those parts of the car which 
are in the power train (engine, trans- 
mission, rear end); if a problem arises 
within 30 days of purchase of the car 
and if you notify him promptly. It 
does not mean that he has to fix a 
broken spring, a squeaky door, or 
replace a mirror. 

Many people believe that the law 
requires all used cars to be fit to pass 
the Registry inspection. This is not 
so. Several bills have been filed in the 
General Court for this purpose, but 
all have so far failed to pass. 

When you buy a car, as with other 
purchases, compare, compare, com- 
pare! If the salesman makes claims 
about the car, get them in writing. If 
he refuses, don’t worry about losing 
the “buy of a lifetime.” The auto 
industry is very competitive and 
another dealer who is willing to put 
his promises in writing will probably 
give you a better “‘buy’’. 

Remember that you as a sonsumer 
have a great deal of control over sales 
practices, The educated consumer 
who uses his buying power wisely can 
force changes in sales practices and is 
one of the strongest forces in the 
market place.
